The  coin  and  medal  are  enclosed  in  a  durable  plastic  card  that  is  enhanced  with  beautiful 
representations  of  the  portraits  of  the  President  and  Mrs.  McKinley,  with  background  information  on  the  back.  The  set  is 
priced  at  $9.95  each.
